STREET LAMPPOSTS 


The Stars and Stripes are flying proudly 
over Broad Street these days, as the City of 
Newark shows its patriotism in the wake of the 
torerrist attacks on America by placing Old 
Glory on 75 lampposts. 


The Department of Engineering’s Division 
of Traffic and Signals put in a purchase order 
for 75 flags immediately after the attacks on 
September 11, and completed installing them 
on October 22.
